‘Christmas is over. The Church of course does not think in these 
terms at all. The old song "The Twelve Days of Christmas" re- 
flects the Christian Year with its emphasis on a twelve—day 
Christmas Season. We offer the following poem by the new British 
Poet Laureate, John Betjeman, for your pondering during the re- 
mainder of this holy season. ` 


AS SEEMS APPROPRIATE, THE ANGLICAN CYCLE OF PRAYER for this last 
Sunday of the old year asks us to offer our thanksgiving to 
Almighty God for all His blessings in the past. As we look back 
over the year now coming to an end, we cannot help but be aware 
of the fact that in so many ways we as a people and as individ- 
uals have been the objects of God's grace and help. For all of 
this we offer our heartfelt thanks. At the same time, as we look 


back, we are also very much aware of the failures and shortcomings 
and sins for which we are directly or indirectly responsible; for 
these we ask the forgiveness of a loving and merciful God. 


In our own diocese the prayer calendar directs our attention to 
the Parish of St. Laurence, Calgary. We are particularly aware 
of that parish at this time because of the fact that it will soon 
be welcoming its new Rector, The Rev. Fitzroy Richards, who comes 
to the parish after a long Incumbency in the Parish of Salmon Arm 
in British Columbia. 


THERE WILL HE NO CHURCH SCHOOL or Sunday Seminar this week; both 
will begin a new term next Sunday. 


THE FEAST OF THE EPIPHANY falls on Saturday of this week, January 
6th. There will be a Celebration of the Holy Communion at 
10.30 a.m. in the Chapel. 


Traditionally on the Feast of The Epiphany the Church remembers 
in its liturgy the Visit of the three Wise Men, or the three 
Kings, to the new-born Child. It is an occasion on which the 
Church tries to remind herself of the universality of the salva- 
tion which Christ came to bring: the Shepherds representing the 
people of Israel at the manger, and the Wise Men representing the 
rest of the world. On the Feast of The Epiphany we then offer to 
God our prayer for the mission of the Church — her never ending 
vocation and obligation to make known the Christ to the whole of 
God's creation. 


The Feast of The Epiphany is the 5th anniversary of our Bishop's 
consecration. Bishop and Mrs. Goodman extend an invitation to 
all the diocese to come to their home at 1029 Hillcrest Avenue 
on Saturday, January 6th, during the afternoon or evening for a 
reception.

CHRISTMAS PROLOGUE. At the Christmas Services we read the open- 
ing verses of St. John's Gospel as the Gospel reading in all the 
Eucharists. It is a magnificent piece of literature and probably 
is one of the most profound portions of Scripture; a look at the 
first sentence would alone reveal this. As an intended aid to 
your anticipated attendance at the Christmas Eucharist we are 
quoting below another statement of that Prologue to St. John's 
Gospel. It comes from one of the leading Anglican theologians, 
John Macquarrie, Regius Professor of Divinity at Christ Church, 
Oxford. Our Rector obtained it from Dr. Macquarrie when he was 
teaching the summer theology courses at Vancouver a couple of 
years ago. 


Here is St. John's account. "In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word was God. The same was in the 
beginning with God. All things were made by him; and without him 
was not anything made that was made. In him was life, and the 
life was the light of men. And the light shineth in darkness, 
and the darkness overcame it not. There was a man sent from God, 
whose name was John. The same came for a witness, to bear wit- 
ness of the light, that all men through him might believe. He 
was not that light, but was sent to bear witness of that light. 
That was the true light, which lighteth every man that cometh 
into the world. He was in the world, and the world was made by 


him, and the world knew him not. He came tnto his own, and his own 


received him not. But as many as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, even to them that believe on his 
Name: which were born, not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God. And the Word was made flesh, 
and dwelt among us (and we beheld his glory, the glory as of the 
only~begotten of the Father) full of grace and truth." 


Here is Professor Macquarrie's re-statement. "Fundamental to 
everything is meaning. Meaning is closely connected with what 
men call 'God', and indeed, meaning and God are the same. To say 
that God was in the beginning is to say that there was meaning in 
the beginning. All things were made meaningful, and there was 
nothing that was made meaningless. Life was the drive toward 
meaning, and life emerged into the light of humanity, the bearer 
of meaning. And meaning shines out through the threat of absurd- 
ity, for the absurdity has not destroyed it. Every man has a 
share of the true meaning of things. This follows from the fact 
that this meaning has been embodied in the world from the begin- 
ning and has given the world its shape. Yet the world has not 
recognized the meaning. Even man, the bearer of meaning, has 
rejected it. But those who have received it and believed in it 


have been enabled to become the children of God. And this has 
happened not in the natural course of evolution or. through human 
striving, but through an act of God. For the Meaning has been in- 
carnated in a human existent, in whom was grace and truth; and we 
have seen in him the final meaning or glory toward which every- 
thing moves - the glory of man and the glory of God."

At a time when there is a growing concern about the QUALITY OF 
LIFE on earth the distribution of the Bible in the language of the people 
is one way you can share in bringing a new quality of life to all nations. 
The Scriptures have been published in over 1400 languages and the Bible 
Society is at work in 158 countries. This work has been going on since 
1804 and it will be required far into the future as the demand for the 
Bible increases year by year. 


The distribution of the Scriptures in the languages of the people has 
been a major factor in the growth of the church in many parts of the 
world. In Indonesia, the world’s sixth largest nation, two and a half mil- 
lion people have embraced Christianity in the last five years. Many con- 
gregations are made up completely of recent converts. This vigorous 
growth, without parallel in recent times, has boosted the number of 
Christians in the nation to eleven million. The following incident shows 
how the Bible has played a key part in this movement. 


Thieves carried off a successful nighttime raid in the village of Payak. 
Their loot included several books which they tossed aside since none of 
them were literate. Sometime later when a new reader came into their 
midst the books were retrieved so he could demonstrate his ability. A 
book containing stories about a lost sheep, a woman who lost a coin and 
a young man who sold his share of his father’s property and left home 
particularly fascinated the thieves. “What is it all about?” they wondered, 
deciding that the only way to find out was to ask the victim of the raid. 
The end result was their accepting the Christian faith and founding a 
thriving Christian church. 


The purpose and work of the Canadian Bible Society are clear and 
unambiguous — to TRANSLATE, PUBLISH and DISTRIBUTE the 
Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments so that everyone has an 
opportunity to read for himself the message of the Bible. The motivation 
is the conviction that the message of the Bible is a way whereby men, 
women, young people and children can be led into the new and full life 
there is in Christ. This new quality of life is for individuals, for society, 
for every aspect of human existence and for all nations. 


The Bible Society serves all Christian churches and depends on the 
prayers, interest and support of all congregations. To carry on its work 
over one million dollars are required each year from congregations and 
thousands of Christian people in all parts of Canada.

A PROCESSION WITH CAROLS FOR ADVENT SUNDAY 


In the old liturgies of the Church, the Advent 
Offices made a very vivid preparation for the coming 
of Our lord to earth. This Carol Service, which is 
taken largely from the one used in King's College, 
Cambridge, is designed to include as many of these 
features as possible. Properly, the choir should be 
moving in Procession from West to East, from 'Darkness 
to Light', but the short length of our Nave only 
allows us to do this symbolically. First, from the 
west door the ancient Responsory of Advent Sunday 
Matins announces the hope of the Messiah. After a 
Bidding Prayer and a Carol the choir enters, singing 
St. Ambrose's great hymn, "Come, thou Redeemer of the 
earth". Prophetic lections alternate with carols. 
Finally the Gospel of the Redemption replaces the 
Prophets and the whole congregation stands to say 
with the Minister the last Responsory of Advent, and 
to sing the great Advent hymn, "O come, Emmanuel".

In the world in 
which we live tragedies and disasters of so many kinds occur with 
dismaying regularity. Many of them are understandable simply in 
terms of national and individual greed; others are not so easily 
explained in these terms. Whatever the origin of these disasters 
and tragedies, Christian people are called to offer their prayers 
for those who are involved in them. And so this week we hold up 
before God those who are stricken in any way by the upheavals and 
tragedies of our world. 


Closer to home on this Fourth Sunday after Trinity we remember 
before God the Parish of Holy Trinity, Rocky Mountain House, with 
All Hallows, Chedderville, and St. Mary the Virgin, Caroline. 

The Rector of this parish is Albert Collier, and we pray for him 
and for all his people the blessing of God upon all their work in 
those parishes.

YESTERDAY WAS THE FEAST OF ST + JOHN THE BAPTIST, the forerunner 
of Christ. We remember him as the one who was especially chosen 
to prepare the hearts and minds of the people of Israel for the 
coming of their long awaited Messiah. Much has been said in the 
past about the courage and the faithfulness with which St. John 
the Baptist pursued his task, and it is certainly true that he 
stands as a great example to us all. What is often forgotten 
with regard to the work of John the Baptist is that judged by the 
normally accepted standards of today John the Baptist was a fail- 
ure. The people to whom he was- sent did not as a matter of fact 
in any significant numbers accept the Christ when He came. In 
spite of his faithfulness and his courage John the Baptist did not 
succeed in the task which he was given. Considering this it seems 
amazing to us that John the Baptist was praised by Jesus Christ. 
Why was he praised? Obviously not because he succeeded, but be~ 
cause he was faithful to the task he had been given. We can learn. 
from John the Baptist that we will not always succeed, no matter 


how hard we try. God does not call us to‘succeed always; He: alweys sot 


calls us to be faithful. 


St. John the Baptist is often considered the patron saint of i 
Canada, and so on his day the Church iin this country offers prayer ` 
for our nation, for its leaders at every level of government, and 

for all of its people. :

IN THE ANGLICAN CYCLE OF PRAYER this week we are asked to remem- 
ber particularly the Church in the Caribbean Area: the Dioceses 
of Guyana, Venezuela, Trinidad and Tobago, Barbados, Windward 
Islands, Antigua, Virgin Islands. There has been over the past 
few years a very significant contact between the Canadian Church 
and the Church in the Caribbean. A number of ordinands from that 
area have received their training in Canadian Theological 
Colleges.

TODAY IN THE CHURCH'S YEAR we celebrate the Feast of St. Barnabas, 
a companion and fellow—worker of St. Paul during much of the 
latter's missionary activities. We don't know very much about 

St. Barnabas. One of the positive things that we do know is that 
he is described by the writer of the Acts of the Apostles as being 
"a good man, full of the Holy Spirit and of faith". Ina sense 
what more do we need to know in order to feel justified in honour- 
ing the memory and the work of Barnabas the Apostle? 


WE HAVE NOW ENTERED the summer wedding season with a vengeance, 
and in this context another in the regular series of marriage 
preparation seminars is being held here at Christ Church this 
weekend. Some of you might be interested in knowing the kind of 
program which is part and parcel of these seminars. A real 
attempt is made to introduce those preparing for marriage to most 
of the important aspects of married life. A real attempt is made 
to bring out into the open some of the problems which sometimes 
arise in connection with communication in marriage. A lawyer 
introduces the couples to some of the legal questions which they 
may encounter as they set up their new home and family together. 
A bank employee outlines some of the financial matters which re- 
quire careful consideration and decision at the beginning of a 
married life together. A doctor introduces the couples to the 
whole realm of human sexuality and the important place which it 
occupies in a marriage relationship. Other sessions are devoted 
to the Church's understanding of Christian marriage and to the 
meaning of the vows which couples make to each other. The week- 
end is usually brought to a close on Sunday afternoon with a kind 
of summary of most of the questions which have been raised and 
with some, we hope, helpful advice to those approaching marriage. 
The Church is involved in this kind of program because we believe 
very strongly that marriage and the family are two tremendously 
important factors in our society, and we feel that it is our 
obligation to do everything in our power to strengthen these 
institutions at this time.

THE CYCLE OF PRAYER this week directs our attention to the work 

of the Church in Australia: the Dioceses of Sydney, Bathurst, 
Armidale, Grafton, Newcastle, Canberra and Goulburn, and Riverina. 
The Church in Australia has much in common with the Church in 
Canada since both countries were colonized as a result largely in 
the early years of an exodus of people from England and Europe. 

We pray that the Church in that great continent will be enabled 

to witness ever more effectively to the Gospel and to Jesus Christ, 
the central Figure of the Gospel message. 


In our own diocese our prayers on this day are asked for the 
Parish of St. Leonard-on-the-Hill, Red Deer, and St. Paul, Hills- 
down. The Rector of these congregations is Frank Lee; we pray. 
for him and his people God's guidance and blessing in all their 
endeavours.

THE DAY OF PENTECOST or WHITSUNDAY. This major cclebration which 
‘commemorates the gift of God the H Holy Spirit we joyfuily observe 
today. Together with Easter and Christmas it forms the trilogy of 
celebrations that highlight the Christian year. Just as we can 
easily take for granted that God sent His Son to live and die for 
mankind, and raised that Son from death to eternal life; so we can 
easily take for granted that the gift of God's power, demonstrated 
in the event of Pentecost, is easily assumed. The point of our 
celebrations is that we shovld not take any of these events for 
granted, but with gladness and great thankfulness acknowledge the 
God Who makes our lives full of meaning and possibility by His 
decisive acts. It is the Christian's claim that by the coming of 
the Holy Spirit we have the potential of being filled with that 
grace and strength to do both the small quiet deed and the great 
dramatic action for God because our strength comes from Him. Here 
are brief quotes from four theologians of our day: 

"his mysterious power — the power which limits man and is 
master of him even when he thinks he is his own master - is God, 
the controller of man's future." ~ Rudolf Bultmann. 

"In the picture of Jesus as the Christ, which appeared to him 
at the moment of his greatest separation from other men, from him- 
self and God, Paul found himself accepted in spite of his being 
rejected." — Paul Tillich. 

"The action of the responsible man is performed in the obliga~ 
tion which alone gives freedom and which gives entire freedom, the 
obligation to God and to our neighbor as they confront us in Jesus 
Christ." — Dietrich Bonhoeffer. 

"As the representative and pioneer of mankind the Church meets 
its social responsibility when in its own thinking, organization 
and action it functions as a world society, undivided by race, 
class and national interests." — H. Richard Niebuhr.

EASTER IS HOPE. 


Man may possess facts that satisfy his understanding and he may be gifted 
with insight to comprehend the most complex event, but without hope he has lost 
the most enabling quality with which to go on living and accept the future. 
The past we can read about, the present we know by experience, the future we 
face best when we anticipate it with hope. 

So Christianity is a religion of hope. The historical events and facts of 
Jesus Christ's life, death and resurrection are in the Bible and Church's teach- 
ing for us to learn and live by. The present we live out with this knowledge 
and the helping strength of the Holy Spirit. But the future we can confidently 
face through Christ's resurrection for it shatters man’s oldest and worst fears 
of death and alienation. The Easter message affirms that Christ is alive for 
all times — and no matter what the future brings it will be a future with Him!

THE STRIPPING OF THE ALTAR AND SANCTUARY 


The congregation will sit and recite together Psalm 22 
(page 354) while the sanctuary of God's House is laid 
bare in preparation for Good Friday. If necessary, 
Psalm 88 (page 441) will follow. No Gloria is said 
after the Psalm(s). 


Some Words of Explanation. 


The Service tonight has a two-fold purpose: 
(a) to give thanks to God for the Gift given to the 
Church on the first Maundy Thursday, the gift of the 
Eucharist made at the Last Supper; and (b) to prepare 
our hearts and minds for the observance of the most 
solemn day of the Christian Year, Good Friday. The 
first part of the Service, the Eucharist itself, is 
characterized by an atmosphere of joyful thanksgiving; 
we have attempted to emphasize this by the use of the 
traditional eucharistic vestments in white, by dress— 
ing the altar in white, the colour of joy and thanks- 
giving, and by the introduction of traditional cere~ 
monials not normally seen here at Christ Church. The 
Introit and Tract psalms, the Gloria in Excelsis sung 
joyfully at the beginning of the Service, rather than 
at the end, the Gospel sung in the midst of the con- 
gregation, the use of liturgical assistants called 
the sub-deacon and deacon, the use of servers carry- 
ing candles in procession, the communion motet - all 
of these are symbols of the Church's deep sense of 
joyful thanksgiving as we recall liturgically the 
gift of this great Sacrament of love. 


But we also remember that this gift was given 
in the shadow of Good Friday, in the shadow of the 
Cross; and so the Maundy Thursday liturgy ends on a 
very different note. After the Zucharist is over, 
the altar and sanctuary are solemnly stripped of all 
their ornaments, the lights are dimmed; all of this 
to prepare us for Good Friday, the day on which our 
Lord was stripped of his clothing, stripped of his 
human dignity, stripped of all outward signs of his 
divinity; the day on which "there was darkness over 
all the land". The Service ends with the eloquent 
testimony of a darkened and barren sanctuary speaking 
to us of the events we shall be commemorating in the 
Church tomorrow. 


We ask you to leave the church this evening 
quietly.

Christmas Services 


Someone has truly said that Christmas is a spectacle. For some a garish 
spectacle of extravaganza — gaudy lights, oversized presents, burdened meal 
tables and excessive indulgences; if this be so, then one can only deeply regret 
that the whole reason for the festival has been lost or perhaps never originally 
possessed. 


For others it may be a spectacle of wonder, delight, adoration, soul-stirring 
messages and sheer amazement at God's irrefutable involvement in this world 
through the Birth of His Son. 


Quite frankly, I don't know many people who fit entirely in either the 
former or latter category. Most of us are something of both — reflecting one 
or the other as our moods, environment and understanding shift. But as a spec- 
tator of the Christian spectacle there can be a genuine uneasiness about the 
whole affair. 


When we enter this place of worship, one of the underlying conditions surely 
is that we can relax and know that it's all right to behold the spectacle — even 
rejoice in it. The shepherds and other witnesses at the first Birth must have 
felt some unworthiness and awe at being there — some inappropriateness over 
their presence at this moment when all human history came to focus. So too 
we come — unworthy but glad to share in the jubilation as the liberating mes- 
sage is again proclaimed: God has visited and redeemed His people. 


There's another possibility for the spectator too — and that is that he will 
be drawn into the drama of the spectacle and become a part of it as its truth 
grabs him and becomes his Reality. 


Both these roles are offered to us as we engage in the worship of Christ 
at His Nativity. Whether you come in the mystical aura of Christmas Eve 
midnight or the crisp daylight of His Birthday the spectacle is all there for 
everyone. The record shows that to stand back and observe is to miss much, 
maybe everything; to become a participant in the spectacle tends to produce the 
Birth of Love in the human heart — and keep Christmas alive!

ADVENT SEASON. With today, the Church commences its annual cycle 
of tracing the events of Christ's life from the announcement of 
His Coming through to His Crucifixion, Resurrection, Ascension, 
and the coming of the Holy Spirit. This cycle commences natur- 
ally with the cry of John the Baptist to prepare the way for the 
Lord, which rightly interpreted is a call to self-examination and 
preparation. The climax of the Advent Season is the birth of 
Christ as God explodes the human history with His arrival, and 
the resulting change in the course of human events. Among the 
symbolic forms of the season is the Advent wreath which is lit 
today and on each of the four Sundays in the Season (many of the 
pupils of the Church School will be making a wreath to have at 
home, and we encourage households to use this visual aid to ob- 
serve Advent Season properly).

A Procession with Carols for Advent Sunday. 

In the old Liturgies of the Church, the Advent Offices 
made a very vivid preparation for the coming of Our 
Lord to earth. This Carol Service, which is taken 
largely from the one used in King's College, Cambridge, 
is designed to include as many of these features as 
possible. Properly, the choir should be moving in 
Procession from Vest to East, from ‘Darkness to Light', 
but the short length of our Wave only allows us to do 
this symbolically. First, from the west door the 
ancient Responsory of Advent Sunday Liatins announces 
the hope of the liessiah. After a Bidding Prayer and 

a Carol the choir enters, singing St. Ambrose's great 
hymn, "Come, thou edeemer of the earth". Prophetic 
` lections alternate with carols. Finally the Gospel 

of the Redemption replaces the Prophets and the whole

EARTH SCIENTISTS' DAY. The purpose of acknowledging the work of 
geologists, geophysicists and engineers whose employment is in 

the realm of developing natural resources is simply to offer them 
our prayerful concern and support in their important industry. 

We also hope that they, reminded by this day, will endeavour to 
carry out their professions in full responsibility of the world's 
potential. Our collective Christian mentality is rooted in the 
awareness that the earth has been created by God, and that we 
must serve our fellowman in obedience to the second great command- 
ment. The following extracts come from the professional societies 
that we pay tribute to today. 

From the Iron Ring Ceremony of the Engineering Societies. 

"I, __ in the presence of these my betters and my equals in my 
Calling, bind myself upon my Honour and Cold Iron, that, to the 
best of my knowledge and power, I will not henceforward suffer or 
pass, or be privy to the passing of, Bad Workmanship or Faulty 
liaterial in aught that concerns my works before men as an Engin- 
eer, or in my dealings with my own Soul before my Maker. 

"IY TIME I will not refuse; my Thought I will not grudge; ny 
Care I will not deny towards the honour, use, stability and per- 
fection of any works to which I may be called to set my hand. 

"MY FAIR WAGES for that work I will openly take. My Reputation 
in my Calling I will honourably guard; but I will in no way go 
about to compass or wrest judgement or gratification from any one 
with whom I may deal. And further, I will early and warily strive 
my uttermost against professional jealousy or the belittling of 
my working-—brothers, in any field of their labour. 

"For my assured failures and derelictions, I ask pardon before- 
hand of my betters and my equals in my Calling here assembled; 
praying that in the hour of my temptations, weakness and weari- 
ness, the memory of this my Obligation and of the company before 
whom it was entered into, may return to me to aid, comfort and 
restrain." 


From the Code of Ethics of the Alberta Professional Engineers, 
Geologists and Geophysicists. 


"A Professional Engineer, Geologist or Geophysicist: 

1) shall have proper regard in all his work for the safety, 
health and welfare of the public; 

2) shall endeavour to extend public understanding of engineering, 
geology and geophysics and their places in society; 

3) shall, where his professional knowledge may benefit the 
public, seek opportunities to serve in public affairs; 

4) shall not be associated with enterprises contrary to the 
public interest or sponsored by persons of questionable 
integrity; 


5) shall undertake only such work as he is competent to perform 
by virtue of his training and experience; 

6) shall sign and seal only such plans, documents or work as he 
himself has prepared or carried out or as have been prepared 

`- or carried out under his direct professional supervision; 

7) shall express opinions on engineering, geological or geophysi- 
cal matters only on the basis of adequate knowledge and honest 
conviction."

UNITED APPEAL. Throughout the city, churches are bringing to the 
attention of their congregations the fact that the United Appeal 
is on its way to raise $1.7 million to serve 36 agencies in this 
city. Some 5,000 volunteer campaign workers are involved in this 
huge undertaking, and this year as always many from this parish 
make a great contribution to ensure that this important piece of 
work succeeds. Among the many facts that are worth noting, we 
would point out that the single largest section of money goes to 
counselling and family services (24.2%); and the costs of raising 
the money and maintaining the United Appeal administration are a 
bare 7%. As an act of profound concern for the welfare of our 
fellowman we commend to your Christian concern and whole-hearted 
support the United Appeal. 


STRY CONFERENCE DAY. Your Vestry and Parish Clergy are in 
session from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. today at a country retreat to de- 
liberate over the long-term plans and priorities of this parish.

The International Develop-- 
ment Comittee of Calgary Inter-—Faith are soliciting throughout 
the city today the churches' support for the situation in Pakistan 
and I: dia arising out of the recent civil war. Raymond Cournoyer, 
the Oxfam field director for East India, has described the situs- 
tion there as "the greatest tragedy of the century", and he states 
this following his tour of the camps and seeing the misery and 
despair of the sick, frightened and uprooted people who are caught 
in a desperate situation. To meet this urgent need eight Canadian 
organizations have launched the Combined Appeal for Pakistani 
Relief. Contributions can be made directly to the Church or 
through any branch of charter banks; or to Box 1000, Station F, 
Toronto 5. Any of these sources will be able to supply income 

tax receipts. The appeal will run till August 31st. 


As well as the money raised, it is hoped thet Canadians also will 
encourage the Minister of External Affairs to utilize every avenue 
in alleviating the conditions. To this end a petition is posted 
on the bulletin board for your signatures.

FROM FORWARD DAY BY DAY BOOKLET - For Sunday, June 20th. 
My God, my God (Psalm 22). 


Our Lord used Psalm 22 in his loneliness on Calvary, and 
nowhere in the Bible is there a more triumphant example of the 
power of prayer to lift the soul out of despair and prostration 
into joy, confidence, and strength. The Psalm opens with a de- 
vastating sense of being without God, but the mocd changes and 
before the final verse it proclaims the light of hope for those 
who hold fast to God through Jesus Christ. In this individual 
lament a cry of agony (verses 1-21) gives way to a hymn of 
praise (verses 21-31). 


Two verses are particularly pointed for those who travel, 
especially to distant places, namely verse 19, "But be thou not 
far from me, O Lord: O my strength, haste thee to help ne", and 
verse 27, "All the ends of the world shall remember and tum unto 
the Lord." Even at the ends of the world I shall remember to 
turn unto the Lord.

ON TRINITY SUNDAY each year we focus our attention specifically 
upon the kind of God whom we worship. The Christian doctrine of 
the Holy Trinity, three Persons in one God, can often become in 
people's minds so complex and complicated that our notion of God 
suffers rather than benefits. Perhaps it is fair to say that the 
Christian doctrine of the Trinity points our attention to the 
infinite richness of the divine Personality, and reminds us that 
this infinitely rich God makes Himself known to us as Creator, 
Saviour, Strengthener and Guide. It should not be surprising to 
us that we find it impossible to encompass with our human minds 
this richness. The doctrine of the Trinity, far from claiming to 
explain fully the nature of our God, points rather to that infin- 
ite fullness which human minds can only begin to understand. 


CYCLE OF PRAYGR. In the Anglican Cycle of Prayer we remember par- 
ticularly this week the Church in India and Ceylon: the Church 
of South India, the Church of North India, the Diocese of Colombo, 
the Diocese of Kurunagala. The Christian Church in this part of 
the world is of course a very tiny minority, but it appears to 
exercise an influence far beyond what would be expected of its 
numbers. We pray for all Christian people in India and Ceylon, 
that they may not only make an effective witness for Christ in 
their own communities but also contribute to the emergence of a 
new, more progressive nation. 

Trinity Sunday in our own diocesan prayer calendar bids us 
pray particularly for the Parish of St. George, Stettler, which 
also includes the Churches of St. Margaret, Scollard; and St. 
Paul, Byemoor. Their Rector is Colin Archibald McMullen. We 
pray for him and all his people the direction and guidance of God 
as they seek to witness in those communities.

We are especially aware of the fact that two of 
these dioceses, Saskatoon and Saskatchewan, have new bishops; and 
we commend them and their work to God in prayer. 


In our own diocese we remember particularly the multi-point Parish 
of Oyen, Cereal, New Brigden, Acadia Valley and Empress, under the 
leadership of Terence James Dunn. It is interesting to note that 
one of the responsibilities associated with the rectorship of this 
parish is that of caring for the spiritual needs of the men at the 
Canadian Armed Forces base at Alsask. We might take this oppor- 
tunity to remember in our prayers all of the clergy whose primary 
responsibility is towards the men of our Canadian Armed Forces. 


MINI-SACPATICAL. The Rector will be away from the parish for the 
next four weeks on mini-sabbatical leave in Britain. Each year 
the Bishop of this diocese takes ten priests of the diocese with 
him on a five-week study tour in order to make available to clergy 
of the diocese some of the resources of learning and studying 
which are available in England.

on June lst. During his absence The Rev. Allan Challacombe is 
priest~in-charge.

The facts of Mark's 
life are not all that evident, but the more recent New Testament 
evidence would seem to indicate that he wrote his account for the 
sake of the Christians in northern Palestine, the area of Jesus! 
home country; and it reflects his youthful enthusiasm to uphold 
the dynamic and Messianic claims of Jesus. St. liark is often 
linked with St. Peter in tradition, and quite possibly the youth- 
ful liark gained most of his insights and accounts from Peter's 
close companionship to Our Lord.

At eleven o'clock today a-selection-frem the Passion of Our 
Lord according to Saint luke, with music attributed to Johann 
Sebastian Bach, provides ces our Passion Sunday worship. exper- 
sence. This manner of presenting the Passion story is an ancient 
church tradition, and the kind we know best emerges out of the 
rich Iutheran heritage of the Reformation. 

The narrative role is assigned to a tenor voice - th 
Evangelist - who provides the story account of what happens to 
Jesus from the conspiracy of Judas and the chief priests right 
through all the events to the last words uttered by our Lord as 
He dies on the Cross. The typical Germanic chorale occurs fre- 
quently to offer reflective comment on the meaning of the text as 
related by the narrator. These beautiful choral passages, includ- 
ing the moving Passion Chorale (0 Sacred Head), place the choir 
voices in the role of adding depth and significance to the story 
as it unfolds. 

Similarly, the solo voice arias provide a commentary on the 
inspiration that Jesus, by his suffering and resignation, provides 
for those who truly see Him offering his life in love. 

The short character roles provide some drama as the central 
persons in the trial and crucifixion are denoted. In those tur- 
bulent passages depicting the crowd, the choir voices are called 
upon to represent the masses participating in the mock trial be- 
fore Pilate. 

This combination of sacred text and inspired music is offered 
by the choirs in the desire to enrich our apprehensien of bhis 
Passiontide.
